The Becent Eclipse of the Sun. 


The. chief object of the. astrononiers. who - 


went out to watch the eclipse of Dec. 22was 
to determine the nature of the sun’s corona. 
Most of: the observers. repaired to varions 
points in thé south of Bureps. The Island 
of Sictly-was'the favorite locality selected, 
and Mount Etva was the chosen point for the 
principal expeditions. Exactly.as predicted, 
end exactly as happened’ twenty-two 
hundred.-years : ago,’ the eclipse occurred. 
Unfortunately. the weather ..was. net -pro- 


pitious, and, a8 seen from nearly all the. ob-* 


servatories, the sun was*much obscured by 
clouds, tain, ot hail. The first. telegrams, 
however, gave @ more gloomy report. than 
the facts warranted, “We now khow, on the 
authority of Prof. Harkness and: Mr. Lock- 
YER,’ that the, results. obtained, corroborate 
the discoveries made by the. American ‘db- 
servers during the eclipse of Aug. 9, 1860 

The week before the eclipse waa siaiaek 
universally fine in the south of Europe, so 
that’ there "were sanguine expectations of 
success.
